At the time ot birth 26 Geg. ot Aquarius aſcend the 
Horizon, and Saturn Who governs that ſign is angular in 
the 7th houſe, and in the ſign Virgo, Where the Planet 


Mercury has the dignity of exaltation, and therefore el- 
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teemed to endue and qualify perſans with ſharp and excel- 
lent parts, ſuch as this perſou undoubtedly had ; and this 
js yet more eminent in regard to the Plaget Mercury, wha 
is the only patron of ingenuity, is in A to Saturn, and 
both of them are retrograde. All this conſidered, there ia 
reaſon to conclude that there is no want of parts or ability 
to manage any argument or defign he ſhall engage in; and 
as thoſe two are poſited in fixed figns, ſo will he be fixed 
and reſolute in his undertakings.
